“Marriage On the Rocks’, Warner 
Bros.’ highly sophisticated comedy 
due to open at the 
Theatre, may well turn out to be 
a morality play, too. 


At least Cy Howard, who wrote 
the scenario for the Frank Sinatra- 
Dean Martin-Deborah Kerr film sees 
it as a “social commentary of our 
times done in comedic terms.” 


The story concerns a woman’s bore- 
dom with her husband and marriage, 
her quickie divorce and then unin- 
tended marriage to the husband’s 
best friend. The overtones, the com- 
plications and the dialogue are enor- 
mously funny, but screenwriter How- 
ard sees the story as an anti-divorce 
tract, really. 


“It shows that divorce accomplish- 
es nothing,” he says, “that the grass 
is not greener on the other side. In 
the old days when you spoke of di- 
vorce you thought of a bad woman. 
Now kids think nothing of having 
three sets of grandparents, two 
Thanksgivings and two Christmases. 
We have a different set of mores.”

“Marriage On the Rocks” is a fast, 
furious and felicitous tale of mixed- 
up marital relations. Sinatra plays 
an advertising agency president who 
is happy and contented after 19 years 
of marriage to Deborah Kerr. She, 
however, is thoroughly bored with 
marriage and him, and is wondering 
whether she should not have accept- 
ed the one-time proposal of Dean 
Martin, her husband’s best friend 
and business associate, who is now 
a merry bachelor, owner of a sump- 
tuous beach house and companion 
of beautiful girls. The wife brings 
on a Mexican divorce—by mistake— 
and winds up married to the other 
man—also by mistake. In the en- 
suing scramble, Martin takes over 
for Sinatra, Sinatra for Martin, no- 
body is pleased and eventually every- 
thing comes out right. 

In “Marriage On the Rocks”, 
Frank Sinatra, the world’s No. 1 
show business personality, once again 
demonstrates his versatility. Just be- 
fore this film, in which he plays for 
high comedy, Sinatra gave forceful 
dramatic performances in “Von 
Ryan’s Express” and “None But the 
Brave”. 

The appearance of Deborah Kerr 
as his wife marks her first return to 
Hollywood sound-stages in six years 
and her debut on the Warner lot. 
Miss Kerr’s last Hollywood-made pic- 
ture was “Beloved Infidel”, in 1959. 
Recently the talented and beautiful 
star, who has been nominated six 
times for Academy Awards, was a 
smashing success in “The Chalk Gar- 
den” and “Night of the Iguana”. 

It would be hard to find anyone in 
screenland busier than Dean Martin. 
A few days after finishing “Sons of 
Katie Elder” in Mexico, he reported 
to Warner’s for “Marriage On the 
Rocks”, and while working in that 
cut a number of new record albums 
and also prepared to film segments of 
his new Dean Martin Show for tele- 
vision. Martin’s previous hit film was 
“Kiss Me, Stupid”.

Though he had only amateur thea- 
trical experience, young Tony Bill 
has been co-starred in each of the 
four films he has made. In “Mar- 
riage” he portrays a psychiatry stu- 
dent. Hermione Baddeley, the great 
British comedienne, co-stars as Frank 
Sinatra’s boozy, bagpipe - playing 
mother-in-law. John McGiver, one of 
television’s best-known character ac- 
tors, co-stars as a family lawyer. 


Nancy Sinatra, Frank’s daughter, 
co-stars in “Marriage” as his daught- 
er. Miss Sinatra made her feature- 
film debut in “For Those Who Think 
Young”. Davey Davison, an Emmy 
winner and one of America’s finest 
young dramatic actresses, portrays 
a nightclub dancer infatuated with 
Frank Sinatra. Following her per- 
formance in “Marriage” she was 
signed to a five-picture contract. 


Trini Lopez, who has had a 
meteoric rise as a recording, televi- 
sion and nightclub personality since 
he was discovered by Sinatra, makes 
his motion picture debut in “Mar- 
riage On the Rocks”. 


Jack Donahue, who directed “Mar- 
riage On the Rocks”, has an impres- 
sive record as a director of Sinatra, 
Martin, Lucille Ball, Red Skelton, 
George Gobel and Ed Wynn video 
programs. He has also directed four 
motion pictures, two of them for 
Warner’s, and on Broadway was di- 
rector of “Top Banana” and “Mr. 
Wonderful”. 


William H. Daniels, one of Holly- 
wood’s all-time great cinematograph- 
ers, functioned for the first time as 
a full producer on “Marriage”. It 
also marks the first time that one 
man both photographed and _pro- 
duced an important movie. Daniels 
is famous as the man who filmed all 
but two of Greta Garbo’s pictures.

No Problem, 
Nancy Found 


At least one young actress in War- 
ner Bros. new domestic comedy, 
“Marriage On the Rocks”, which 
opens ...... at the ...... Theatre, 
was not nervous about working with 
top star Frank Sinatra. The young 
actress was his daughter, Nancy, who 
in the film plays—his daughter. 

Even without that bit of “type- 
casting” by director Jack Donahue, 
Nancy conceivably might have had 
qualms about appearing opposite her 
famous father. “Not only because he 
is my father, but also because he is, 
after all, a top star,” she explains. 

But it didn’t turn out so. “From 
our first scene,” Nancy reports, “I 
stopped thinking of him as my father 
and concentrated on him as an actor. 
We discussed our scenes before shoot- 
ing them, and Dad’s advice helped 
me considerably.” 

In “Marriage On the Rocks”, 
Nancy plays an 18-year-old college 
student who wants to leave home and 
share an apartment with a girl friend, 
a nightclub A-Go-Go dancer. Natural- 
ly, her father objects, thus creating 
an additional domestic crisis since 
his wife wants to leave him, too. 

When she isn’t acting in films, 
Nancy Sinatra occupies herself mak- 
ing records and appearing as a singer 
on such shows as Dick Clark’s 
“American Bandstand” and the Perry 
Como program, and as a dramatic 
actress on such major offerings as 
“The Virginian” and “Burke’s Law.” 
She also plays the piano and studies 
dancing. In fact, she is normally too 
busy to have time to worry about 
working in the same motion pictures 
as her famous father.

McGiver, who co-stars with Frank

ago tired of apartment life in the 
big city.

Took 12 Years 
To Get Stars 
In Same Film 


After 12 years, Frank Sinatra and 
Deborah Kerr are starring together 
again in a motion pictue. This time, 
they even have scenes together—lots 
of them. 

They portray a bored married 
couple in Warner Bros.’ new comedy 
about mixed-up marital relations, 
“Marriage On the Rocks”, set to 
open ....... at the ..... Theatre. 
Dean Martin also stars in the Tech- 
nicolor-Panavision release, playing 
“the other man” who causes many 
complications. 

Frank and Deborah last appeared 
in the same picture in 1953. The film 
was “From Here to Eternity”, but 
they played no scenes together. In 
that much-acclaimed picture, Sinatra 
took fourth billing behind Burt Lan- 
caster, Montgomery Clift and Miss 
Kerr. However, his remarkable per- 
formance in the movie won him an 
Academy Award and established him 
as a foremost acting talent. 

Today, Sinatra is tops in many 
fields. As one of the screen’s super- 
stars, he does drama and comedy with 
equal facility. He is virtually un- 
challenged as a pop singer, recording 
artist and nightclub attraction. With 
Danny Kaye, he owns a string of 
radio stations. Also functioning as 
a businessman, he is a board member 
of Warner Bros. Records-Reprise 
Records, and a special assistant to 
Jack L. Warner, president of Warner 
Bros. Pictures. 

With the recent Warner release, 
“None But the Brave’, Sinatra made 
his debut as a motion picture di- 
rector, too. In fact, his major inter- 
est now is motion pictures, though 
between film-assignments he likes to 
take off for a nightclub stint or a 
concert to keep intact his personal 
power to reach the members of the 
public directly. 

Sinatra’s films are produced by his 
own production companies. “Marriage 
On the Rocks”, for example, is an 
Artanis Production for Warner re- 
lease. Directed by Jack Donahue, the 
movie was produced by William H. 
Daniels who also did the photography.

Deborah Kerr Asks: 
Where Are Those 


Women's Stories? 


Deborah Kerr, one of Hollywood’s 
loveliest dramatic actresses, poses a 
question she would like to see ans- 
wered with action: “Why don’t writ- 
ers get off their present war kick and 
write some good women’s stories?” 

Miss Kerr deplores the fact that 
few good roles are being written for 
actresses. She waited 18 months, for 
example, after doing “Night of the 
Iguana” before she accepted her cur- 
rent starring role, opposite Frank 
Sinatra and Dean Martin, in Warner 
Bros.’ “Marriage On the Rocks”, 
which opens ....at the....Theatre. 

“T’m offered many scripts to con- 
sider,” says Miss Kerr, “but few in- 
clude a well-defined woman’s role. 
Instead, too many stories emphasize 
violence and action, giving the act- 
ing advantage to men. Admittedly, 
war stories are excitingly dramatic. 
But so can a good woman’s story be.” 

“Marriage On the Rocks”, a rol- 
licking tale of scrambled marital rela- 
tions, gives Miss Kerr not only a de- 
cidedly feminine role, but also her 
first opportunity to do broad comedy. 
She plays Sinatra’s bored wife who 
suddenly finds herself divorced. 


Marriage Provides Far-Out Roles 
For Sinatra, Martin, Deborah Kerr 


“Marriage On the Rocks”, Warner 
Bros.’ new comedy about mixed-up 
marital relations which comes to the 
Theatre som sc. 36 Suns 28, 
study in far-out roles for its three 
major stars, Frank Sinatra, Dean 
Martin and Deborah Kerr. 

Take, for example, Frank Sinatra. 
The sophisticated star, in real life 
about as square as a circle, plays a 
“square” advertising agency presi- 
dent in the Technicolor-Panavision 
film. He’s the kind of guy who would 
rather sit around watching televi- 
sion, in the company of his battle-axe 
mother-in-law, than take a close and 
interested peek at his wife as she 
prances around the house in a black 
negligee. 

Vice-president of the agency is 
Sinatra’s best friend, played by Dean 
Martin. He is characterized in the 
movie as a gallivanting bachelor who 
owns a magnificent beach house 
heavily stocked with wall-to-wall 
women. In his own life, Martin is 
a happily married man with a house- 
ful of kids. 

“Marriage On the Rocks” provides 
her first broad comedy role for Deb- 
orah Kerr, who portrays Sinatra’s 
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deeply-bored wife. Since, according 
to the script, she finds that “marriage 
just puts a permanent solution to a 
temporary nervousness,” she goes 
about getting a Mexican divorce from 
the complacent Sinatra. Then, ab- 
ruptly, she finds herself unintention- 
ally married to Martin and has to 
clear up the ensuing tangle of hus- 
bands, children and domiciles.
